Chisholm urges Black women 
to become politically active

Black women should make a 
concerted effort to become 
involved in the political pro- 
cess, said former New York 
State Congresswoman Shirley 
Chisholm. 

Chisholm told a luncheon 
crowd of nearly 200 Sunday at 
the Hyatt on Capito! Square 
that “the time has come forth to 

Jet the word go forth that the 
sleeping giant has arisen, that 


Chisholm's-appearance in 
Columbus'was on behalf of the 
Ohio State Congress of 
National Political Congress of 
Black Women. 

“Black women have been 
crushed by cultural restraints 
and abused by the political 
party,” she said. “The Black 
woman's role has never been 
placed in the proper prospec- 
tive particularly interms of cur- 
rent political and economic 
upheaval in American society,” 


we're going to flex our Piggy het 


muscles.” 


“Neither the Black move- 


ment or the women's move- 
ment has been able to address 
themselves sufficiently to the 
Black who is a female in Amer- 
ica. Black men have to under- 
stand that we’ve come a long 
way,” she added. 


The NPCB's purpose is to 
promote Black women in polit- 
ical activity. Chisholm is the 
national chairperson. 

Chisholm was the senior 
democratic woman in the 
House of Representatives from 
1968 until her retirement in 
1983. She was elected from the

Brooklyn, NY district. Chi- 


_ sholm is the first Black to 


seriously campaign for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
presidency. 

‘She urged Black women to 
get away from the “packaging, 
labeling and sloganisms that 
have been thrust upon them.” 

Chisholm considers herself 
an “elder statesman.” She said 
she is not planning to run for an 
elective office, but if an offer 
was made she would “make 
some considerations.”

Take care of it, and if there is a problem, 
you let me know. | want to see a sizeable contribution -- not 
from TMR -- but from their people, to this campaign. I'm — 
serious.

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Black firms caught in political downdraft 


When the State of Ohio tries to 
do anything, always present is the 
possibility (indeed, likelihood) of 
politics rearing its head. In a 
recent confrontation between 
Governor Celeste and the Repub- 
lican leadership of the Senate, a 
couple of minority firms -- Eaton 
and Associates from Cincinnati 
and The Advertising Connection 
out of Cleveland -- were left 
momentarily hanging in the fal- 
lout, from the Homeroff-Milenthal 
contract.

Milenthal (H-M) contract. Dave 
Milenthal, the communications 
wizard of Celeste’s 1982 election 
victory, in 1983 received an $8.3 
million contract to promote travel 
and tourism within Ohio.

The Department of Develop- 
ment erased its concerns with 
minority legislators by setting 
effected projects -- one for the 
travel and tourism, and another for 
‘business development -- for award 
to minority firms. Eaton and Asso- 
ciates was awarded the $920,000 
contract for travel and tourism, 
with Multiwestern Communica- 
tions, a minority firm from Dayton, 
as a subcontractor.

Cancer currently strikes one out 
of three Americans. One out of five 
deaths is cancer-related.

Strong Black | 
business vital _ 


By JOHN E. JACOB 

The development of Black busi- 
ness strength is crucial to the 
struggle to reduce the gap 
between Black and white'incomes. 

The renowned economist, Dr. 
Andrew Brimmer, estimates that 
current revenues of Black busi- 
nesses will be about $13 billion 
this year, only one-fourth of one 
percent of all U.S. business 
receipts. And he predicts a rise to 
only three-tenths of one percent of 
total business receipts in the next 
five years. 

Black income derived from bus- 
iness represents only 6.5 percent 
of total Black income. That's a 
steep decline from 1969, when the 
share of money income of the 
Black community that came from 
business was 13.5 percent -- over 
double what it is foday. 

So we have to be concerned 
about the erosion of Black busi- 
ness and work tostem the tide that 
threatens an already weakened 
Black economy. 

Black business is primarily 
reliant on Black consumers, a 
market now being invaded by 
large corporations. The increased 
Black movement out of inner city 
areas and ithe wider options avail- 
able to more affluent Black con- 
sumers accelerate this trend. 

Black financial institutions too, 
face increased competition and a 
weaker relative competitive posi- 
tion. The share of assets held by 
Black-owned banks arid. savings 
and loans, and the share of life insu- 
rance in force held by Black- 
owned insurance companies, is 
declining. 

There are also serious signs that 
indicate a smaller share of federal 
business going to Black firms. For 
all the talk about supporting Black 
business, the Administration has 
cut the percentage of federal con- 


tract money going to Black’ 


business. 
There was a time when Blacks 


Gomnaies Key DUSINEeSS W many 
tocal communities, with enter- 
prises ranging from skilled trades 
to catering to cartage: But the Jim 
Crow tide of the early part of this 
century swept those businesses 
away. Now weare trying to rebuild 
that base, under great disad- 
vantages. 

But we may be seeing the start of 
a new era in Black business devel- 
opment. According to the Wall 
Street Journal, the number of self- 
employed Blacks in non-farm 
occupations rose by 50 percent 
from. 1973 to 1983. 

That's a heartening develop- 
ment, as is the movement of Black 
firms into the mainstream markets 
-- selling products to white and 
Black consumers and businesses. 

As Dr. Brimmer has said, Black 
business “will-have to diversify 
into new segments of retail and 
wholesale trade, and more of them 
will have to enter manufacturing. 
They will also have to enlarge their 
commitment to the growing arena 
of business services -- especially 
in fields related to computers and 
their application.” 

One key growth area should be 
sales of products and services to 
governments at all levels, which 
should implement setaside pro- 
grams that give emerging minority 
business a boost. . 

Another majcr area of expan- 
sion will be increased sales of ser- 
vices to corporate America. Cor- 
porate America and Black 
business need each other. Corpo- 
rate America can't ignore the legit- 
imate economic needs of the peo- 
ple that consume its products. And 
Black business can't ignore the 
vast potential of providing goods 
and services to corporate 
customers. - 

Such new, broader business 
relationships would strengthen 
the Black economic base, and>by 
doing so, strengthen America's 
economy.

The coordinated attack on Hammond's leadership was fur- 
thered by Republican Councilmember Arlene Shoemaker’s 
request that Hammond step down until his case has been 
resolved. . 

Thus far, there has been no call from Democrats tor Ham- 
mond to step down. Don Spicer, Franklin County Democratic 
Party chairman, noted that there has been no evidence of any 
illegal activity. The “remark, Spicer said, was made “in a 
moment of frustration,” and Hammond has “taken full respon- 
sibility for it.” 

The pressures on Hammond at this juncture are great. How- 
ever, there can be no rush to judgment regarding his guilt.

Blacks are most prevalent on 
the boards of banking institu- 
tions and commercial products 
companies, particularly those 
companies which provide con- 
sumer goods such as.atcohol, 
soft drinks and cigarettes. 

For example, Anheuser- 
Busch has two Black directors 
-- Wayman Smith and Dr. Sybil 
C. Mobley. Besides his other 
corporate posts, Vernon Jor- 
dan sits on the board of R.J. 
Reynolds Industries: Robert 
Monroe is a director of Jospeh 
E. Seagram: & Sons; Margaret 
Young is on the board of Philip 
Morris; and Donald McHenry, 
former ambassador to the Uni- 
ted Nations, is amember of the 

board of Coca-Cola. 

Broadcasting is also repres- 
ented. Of the three major net- 
works, Blacks serve on the 
boards of two -- Thomas at 
CBS and former diplomat Ulric 
Haynes at ABC. It is unknown 
whether Haynes remains a 
member of the ABC Board, 
since it merged with Capital 
Cities Communications.

A’ Black also serves on the 
board of the parent company 
of NBC. William J. Kennedy II 
is a director of RCA. 

So Blacks are participating 
in corporate governance of 
some of the nation's largest 
firms -- firms that touch the 
lives of most Americans every 
day. In many cases, the Black 
directors were appointed to 
those boards because of their 
own national stature, and in 
recognition of their accom- 
plishments. 

However, the decision to 
appoint almost all these 
respected individuals has been 
made only in the last 10 years, 
as corporate leaders became 
sensitized to the need to rec- 
ognize the contributions of 
Blacks tg the corporate “bot- 
tom line” of sales and profit by 
bringing Blacks in asmembers 
af the corporate leadership. 

Cars, computers, colas, 
cigarettes, milk (Borden), 
éereal (Kellogg). cheese (Kraft 
foods) -- all are represented by 
Blacks on key corporate 
boards. Can the banks, insu-

So the people who usually are 
elected are those who happen 
to fit the style and needs of the 
company’s officers, not neces-} 
sarily those of its shareholders-
